Nothing daunted, the energetic young 
woman filed a petition with the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeal, asking that a 
writ of habeas corpus iasue, returnable 
before that court. The application was 
denied. Within an hour, Attorney 
Michelsen was on her way to San 
Francisco, there to present her case 
before the Supreme Court. The learned 
justices have granted her a hearing. 
It remains to be seen if she finally wins 
her cus. 

The main contention of the appellant 
in that the State laws make it impos- 
sible for a “chiropractor” to pass an 
examination on subjects that pertain 
to his school. The “chiropractic” school 
of medicine is not recognised, and any 
one practicing according to its teach- 
ings is violating the law. Miss Michel- 
sen claims that this is unconstitutional 
and class legislation.

ESCONDIDO, Dec. 20.—The prospect 
of a sewer system, which is now as- 
sured, has started a good many busi- 
ness men here in a campaign for an 
electric Nght and power plant, to be 
owned and operated by the people in 
connection with their water system. It 
has been estimated that a plant large 
enough for the purpose can ‘w in- 
stalled for about $30,000. Sig. Steiner 
and W. A. Sickler, assistant cashier 
of the First National Bank, are ac- 
tive in agitating for the improvement. 
The business houses generally, would 
All giadiy use electricity in preference 
to gasoline gas, now in use by many, 
and the numerous manufacturing con- 
cerns would much prefer electric power 
to the gasoline engines now used. The 
water system which Escondido people 
own and from which it is proposed 10 
generate electricity. has been devel- 
oped at a cost of $350,000. 

The water is collected from a water- 
shed of 210 square miles and the San 
Luis Rey River. It is diverted from 
the river at a point about twenty-five 
miles distant from Eecondido, and is 
conducted about twenty miles around 
the mountains, over caflons and across 
ravines, by a system of flumes, tunnels 
and cement ditches, to the storage res- 
ervoir, which is located seven miles 
northeast of the city at an elevation 
of over 606 feet above the level of Fs- 
condidoe Valley, offering splendid op- 
portunity electrical transmirsion. 
The capacity of the r. when 
filled to the eighty-foot contour, is 
about 1,500,000,000 gallons of water.

tion is asked has had an opportunity 
to come into court and state his side 
of the lesue.

Here is the greatest reason for living 
in thie day, that if you lose your job 
or want to stay at home for awhWe, 
there is nobody to talk about it. In «a 
boarding-house there is always some- 
body to notice even if you should hap- 
pen to be late in the morning, or it you 
are at home for a day. Here the girl 
is left all by herself to get herself to- 
gether if she feels badly and is miser- 
able, ard it is nobody's business. 

When the two senior partners of this 
arrangement lived on the south side 
they had an eilght-room flat, and from 
four to six giris. With six the actual 
expenses averaged only a little more 
than $1.50 each. 

“We used to put that much in the 
treasury to provide with, and what- 
ever it ran over we made up at the 
end of the week.” said the leader. 
“When there were six. one with an as- 
sistant cooked and bought for one 
week. and two more washed dishes 
and took care of the flat. Then the 
next week the two who had cooked had 
nothing to do. It alterpated in this 
way. and there each one tried to do 
the best for the money. Of course, it 
would need to be girlie who would be 
careful about money to live as cheaply 
as this. The best plan to look to in 
trying such an experiment is to se- 
lect your girls becnuse they are con- 
genial in pleasures and habits of 
spending money.” 

The leader in this flat started her 
experiment in an apartment where 
there were five girls. When it came 
to an end ehe and a friend and chum 
who started with her pulled out with 
enough furniture to start the smaller 
fat.

WATER IN WOOD. 


— — 
Change in Strength as the Water Dries 
Out and Effect of Re- 
absorption. 

The effect of water in softening or- 
ganic tissue, as in wetting a piece of 
paper or a sponge, is well known, and 
so is the stiffening effect of drying. 
The same law applies to wood. By 
different methods of seasoning two 
pleces of the same stick may be giv- 
en very different degrees of strength. 

Wood in its green state conteins 
moisture in the pores of the cells, like 
honey in a comb, and also in the sub- 
stance of the cell walls. As seasoning 
begins, the moisture in the pores is 
first evaporated. This iessens the 
weight of the wood, but does not affect 
its strength. It is not until the moéis- 
ture in the substance of the cell walls 
is drawn upon that the strength of the 
wood begins to increase. Scilentifical- 
ly, this point is known as the ber- 
saturation, point.” From this condition 
to that of absolute dryness the gain 
in the strength of wood is somewhat 
remarkable. In the case of spruce the 
strength is multiplied four times: in- 
deed, spruce, in small sizes, thorough- 
ly dried in an oven, is as strong, 
weight for weight, as steel. Even at- 
ter the reabsorption of moisture, when 
the wood is again exposed to the air. 
the strength of the sticks is still from 
h to 180 per cent. greater than when 
it was green. When, in drying. the 
fiber-seaturation point is passed, the 
strength of wood tncreases as drying 
progresses, in accordance with a le- 
nite law, and this law can be used to 
calculate from the strength of a stick 
at one degree of moisture what 
strength will be at any other degree. 

Manufacturers, engineers and build- 
ers need to know not only the strength. 
but the weakness, of the materials 
they use, and for this reason they are 
quite as much interested in knowing 
how timbers are affected by moisture 
as they are in knowing how they are 
weakened by knots, checks, cross-grain 
and other defects.—(Borest Service

Orange County.

Dr. Moore of Health Board

Political inspectors in the L.ealth de- 
partment have been galvanized into 
action by Mayor Harper's threat to 
visit Orange county and investigate 
charges that they have abused their 
authority in the inspection of dairies.

outside dairies; that he proposed to lo- 
eate the fault and place the blame. 

Although the Mayor has not yet been 
able to go to Orame county, Dr. Al- 
bert W. Moore, member of the Los An- 
geles Board of Health, made a visit 
to that section on his own account 

erday. unheralded and almost un- 
nown. As a result of his visit, it is 
likely he will recommend at the next 
meeting of the board that Inspector 
Druce, in charge of that territory, be 
transferred to another district, and that 
another inspector take his place. 
STILL HE HOLDS ON. 

It was practically decided by the 
board four Weeks ago that Druce 
should be transferred, because of evi- 
dence indicating that he antagonized 
some of the dairymen of his district. 
But no transfer was made, and Druce 
has remained in authority, apparently 
secure from molestation. 

But since the emphatic statement of 

* the Mayor, Druce and other inspectors 
have been unusually alert in Orange 
county. He and Chief Inspector Hood. 
with Veterinarian Young, have made 
the rounds of many dairies, and a bet- 
ter feeling is noted among the deiry- 
men as to the intent of the city au- 
thorities with respect te enforcement 
of the pure milk ordinance. 

One of the things learned by Dr. 
Moore was that some of the dairymen 
have known in advance of the coming 
of the inspector. In some way 
have been informed as to when the 
inspector might be expected. 

“T? I had known an inspector was 
coming. I would have had this cleaned 
up.” said one dairyman to Dr. Moore, 
pointing to the untidy milking shed. 

ERRORS BOTH WAYS. 


The inspectors do not always err tn 
the one respect of severity on dairy- 
men, Dr. Moore found out. He found 
instances where lax inspection was ap- 
parent, dirty milking sheds, mud holes, 
unsanitary watering troughs, cooling 

where there was little protec- 
tion from files and dirt. While theee 
cases were not aggravated, they in- 
dicated that the inspector if he ar- 
tagonizes some dairymen, is quite len- 
lent with others. 

It looks as if the inspector had 
“played favorites.“ and that ts one of 
the reasons the Orange county dairy- 
men have complained so bitterly to 
the board of health. There is abun- 
dant evidence on all sides that they 
have made great advances in the san- 
itary handiing of milk, but it is easy 
to understand that one man will not 
continue to spend money for improve- 
ments and to bow to the orders 
of of the inspector if he sees 
that a neighbor is permitted to do 
about as he pleases, and still have 
access to the Los Angeles market. 

Some bitter things have been 
of the methods of the inspectors. Many 
of the requirements of the ordinance 
and of the board of health are declared 
by the dairymen to be too harsh. even 
so severe as to menace the dairy in- 
dustry. Members of the health board 
say their rules are for the best inter- 
esta of the public; that the dairymen 
mean well but are careless.

SEE SITUATION. 


KNELL OF DAIRY INTERESTS IN 
CHANGED CONDITIONS. 


High Cost of Land and Feed in This 
Vicinity, and Unjust Treatment by 
Board of Health Said to Force 
Milk Producers to Abandon im- 
portant industry. 


{The pointe in this statement come 
te The Times from a perfectly rella- 
ble source.—Ed. Times.] 

There are tuo causes for the pres- 
ent unsatisfact conditions in the 
milk-supply market of the city: 

First—High price of land, scarcity 
of pasture adapted to dairy purposes, 
and high price of feed, compared with 
the same in the Imperial and San Joa- 
guin valleys and other competitive 
sections, thus enabling dairymen from 
such localities to furnish butter for 
the Los Angeles market at a less price 
than that at which it can be fur- 
nished by local producers. 

Second—Arbitrary and unjust treat- 
ment of milk producers by the Los 
Angeles Foard of Health. 

Dairymen residing in territory ad- 
= and convenient to Los Angeles 

ve for some time been counting on 
furnishing milk to supply the increas- 
ing demand of the rapidly increasing 
population, especially since the elec- 
tric lines have been extended south 
and southeast, affording excellent 
transportation facilities for Los An- 
geles milk trade. 

The Los Angeles Board of Health 
has adopted a set of rules for the 
guidance of dairymen who ship milk 
or cream to Los Angeles, or to Los 
Angeles dealers, and have appointed a 
number cf inepectors, whose business 
it is to bunt up these milk producers 
and enforce said rules. 

HEAVY INVESTMENT. 

Over 80 per cent. of the milk supply 
of Los Angeles city is furnished di- 
rectly by a number of thrifty, prac- 
tical, intelligent, well-to-do dealers re- 
siding in Los Angeles; all men of 
standing in the community. 
men have over a million dollars in- 
vested in their milk plants. and thesc 
plants are equipped with all modern 
improvements, for the purpose of sc- 
curing the best sanitary con dition: 
known to the trade. 

Most of these ‘dealers own large 
herds of cows, and for additional sup- 
ply buy milk from the aforesaid a

milk abrated and shipped to their 
plants, where it is sterilized, bottled 
and on the market. Without 
such wholesale dealers, possessing the 
means and facilities for handling and 
caring for milk in large quantities, 
Los Angeles could not possibly be sup- 
plied with pure, sanitary milk. In- 
stead of holding these dealers respon- 
sible for the sanitary condition of the 
milk thus soll. or cotperating with 
them in of milk, 
the Los Angeles of Health send 
their inapectors throughout the coun- 
try and undertake to force upon the 
dairyman a lot of impracticable rules 
for their guidance. These rules are 
posted up in 12 and conveni- 


INSPECTOR SUPREMB. 

In case the conditions of the dairy 
0 inspected are not satisfactory to 
the inspector, and the owner is unable 
or unwilling to placate the insatiable 
maw of said inspector, an adverse re- 


appeal, and no further investigation is 
permitted. The business and reputa- 
tion of the accused are thus 
doomed, although the 0 made 
may be wholly false. Neither is the 
purchasing wholesale dealer ted 
2 any voice regarding ar- 

rary action toward his customer. 

One of the leading and most impor- 
tant industries of Southern Califor- 
nia, in which millions are invested, is 
thus jeopardized; the supply of milk 
decreased, and the price advanced be- 
yond the reach of many customers: 
and. besides this, the quality of milk 
ie no degree improved by this method. 

The only power to secure improve- 
ment in the quality or purity of milk 
lies in the dairymen themeeclves, just 
‘as the power to improve agriculture or 
horticulture is in the agriculturist and 
horticulturist. It may be that the 
Board of Health can assist in this im- 


operation and not by castigation. 
THE SANTA ANA CASE. 


The arbitrary, unreasonable and un- 
just methods of the Board of Health 
were lately exemplified in the Santa 
Ana case, in which false and scandal- 
ous charges were against Me- 
Fudden's dairy by Inspector Druce, 
resulting in a notice being served on 
McFadden by Chief Inspector Hood, 
shutting him off from the Los Angeles 
market, to which he had furnished 
milk for some three years through the 
wholesale dealers with whom he had 
made satisfactory arrangements. The 
in Los Angeles was notified 
not to receive the milk, and the milk 
in transit was lost. 
A short time afterward a scandalous 
and libelous article appeared in the 
Evening Express, claimed to be taken 
from an official report made to the 
Board of Health. McFadden at once se- 
cured permission from Mayor Harper 
te appear before the board. He stated 
to the board that he did not come de- 
fore them to ask that the ban on his 
dairy be removed, as he would not fur- 
ther jeopardize his interests by ship- 
ing mi to Los Angeles while t 
ard of Health pursued its present 
methods, but that he came simply to 
set matters right, if possible. with the 
members of the board, and to learn 
where the responsibility lay for the 
loss he had sustained in the matter. 
The beard took the position that it 
was bound to stand by its inspectors, 
Tefused to allow an investigation to be 
pursued, and finally, on the insistence 
of Mayor Harper that Mr. Druce was 
an unfit person to hold the position of 
inepector, passed a resolution appoint- 
ing Dr. Powers, the Los Angeles Health 
physician, to visit Orange county and 
report to the board whether Druce had 
not best be given some other feld of 
Ia bot, the board well knowing that th- 
Los Angeles health physician ts one of 
the busiest and most overworked 
men in the city, and cannot, or should 
not, leave his post for a single hour. 
From the above statement it can 
easily be seen why so many cows have 
been sold and shipped to other locali- 
ties, and why so many more are on the 
market for sale. 
A great wrong is also done to the 
Los Angeles dealers who have so much 
capital invested in their business, and 
who should have the credit of taking 
extreme pains in furnishing a sani- 
tary article for the trade. The consum-
